Aftar 
passing hla entrance examination, if 
the pupil wishes to go further In edu¬ 
cation he must go to a high school 
which Is only designed to fit him for a 
professional or commercial career. No 
wonder the professions are overcrowd¬ 
ed! The high school course Is voca¬ 
tional for the boy who wishes to be¬ 
come a lawyer, a doctor, a teacher or 
a clerk, but not for the boy who 
wishes to become a former, a mechanic 
or an electrician. The result Is that 
the great majority of children /or one 
reasbn or another "paaa up** a secon¬ 
dary education. 

Figures bear out my contention. In 
thia respect, but before X go Into them 
l*-t me first moke an explanation or 
two. Our school system Is divided in¬ 
to three stages, th.* public or elemen¬ 
tary schools, the high school and the 
university. I shall refer to the last two 
as comprising what Is sometimes c alled 
secondary education. A public school 
course extends on an average over a 
period of 7 years, high school 3 years 
and the university 4 years, or, briefly, 
elementary and secondary education 
each require 7 years to complete. The 
length of time required for each course 
being the same we would expect to find 
If we had a perfect balance between 
the two, as many pupils in the secon-^ 
dary schools as in the elementary. 
This, of course, we know cannot be. 
The average man would ba-lncllned to 
aay that there were four times as many 
pupils In the public schools as in the 
secondary.- but the llgures show there 
are TY times as many in the elementary 
as In the secondary sqhdol* 

In the School Report for 1914-if* one 
1 finds tho following figures In the re¬ 
capitulation of attendance for the 
year. There were 33,2*3 boys receiving 
Inst ruction; of those ISO attended the 
university and 1,144 the high schools, 
thus making a total of 1.074, receiving 
secondary education extending over 7 
years. The balance, or 31.216, attend¬ 
ed the elementary schools, municipal 
and rural In other words 4 per cent, 
only of the students of British Colum¬ 
bia are receiving the boon of a secon¬ 
dary education, the other M out of 
every 100 are committing intellectual 
hari-kari al the threshold of tfeilf 
career.
